GOVERNOR SM ITH W ISELY VETOES THE 
APPORTIONMENT BILL. 
Probably the worst blunder a Repub­ 
lican Legislature of 
Wisconsin ever 
made, was to pass the apportionment bill 
of which the reputed father is William T. 
Price, Senator from the Thirty-second 
district. The only redeeming feature in 
the bill as agreed upon by the 8[tecial 
committee, aud which passed tho Legis­ 
lature, was the blunder which omitted 
the towu of Ridgeway, Iowa county, from 
the bill. This gave Governor Smith an 
op|K)rtuuity to veto the bill on the 
ground ofttts unconstitutionality aud the 
bill was therefore vetoed. The veto mes­ 
sage is as follows: 
M adison. April I. 
To the Honorable (he St hate: 
I respectfully return to the Senath, without 
approval. bill No. 258, 8. entitled a bill to ap- 
l*ortion the State into Senath and Assembly D is­ 
tricts.” It appears that in drafting this bill, 
the town of Ridgeway, in Iowa county, was 
om itted, and the error was not brought to the 
attention of either House pending the consider­ 
ation of the b ill. The question therefore arises, 
whether an act pur|M»rtiiig to a p e r tio n and re­ 
district tile State in which one town is om itted 
can be valid. I confess tiiat I was at lir-<t much 
averse to consider Much an om ission necessarily 
fatal; but having consulted with the Attorney 
General and others learned in the law, and ma­ 
turely considered the arguments and authori­ 
ties subm itted. I am reluctantly com pelled to 
yield my first impressions ami withhold Execu­ 
tive approval of tlii» b ill. It is well known 
that 
sim ilar errors have occurred 
i i i pre­ 
vious apportionments, 
tint 
it 
is 
believed 
that these om issions were not brought to the at­ 
tention of the Governor until after the bill* 
had been approved, and consequently the ac­ 
tion of my predecessors uj*on such lulls can­ 
not be _accepted ms establishing a precedent for 
my guidance in this ease. The question, there­ 
fore, comes up for deterrainatiou upon its mer­ 
it-. The argument against the validity of the 
bill is that if the legislature, whether I*.* acci­ 
dent or design, can om it to include one town in 
its apportionment it can omit to include two 
towns or any entire county or other portion 
of the8tate, and thereby practically disfran­ 
chise a portion of the people by taking from 
them their right of representation in one or 
both houses of the Legislature. 
I am unable 
to find any sufficient answer to this objection, 
and must, therefore, concur i i i the opinion that 
the lull is unconstitutional.

THE SITUATION. 


THE 
WORK AND BLUNDERS OF TH E 
LEGISLATURE. 
The Legislature adjourned on Monday 
having been in session, including Sun­ 
days, of course, eighty-three days. There 
was a great amount of business brought 
before the Legislature, and this, with the 
two senatorial contests, lengthened the 
session, made a great deal of bungling 
work. Iii 
the 
Senate, 
out of 255 
bills 
introduced, 
133 
became 
laws, 
aud 
in 
the 
Assembly, 
525 bills were introduced, and of tills 
number 291 became laws. Three hun. 
dred and thirty-four acts were approved 
by the Governor, which is lie low the 
average number. 
There were a great many blunders 
made by the Legislature, as the books of 
the executive show that 22 bills were re­ 
called from the Governor for correction. 
Governor Smith vetoed seven bills, and 
the grounds on which they were vetoed 
show’ that the bills were not properly 
considered by the committees to which 
they were referred. It seems with all the 
array of legal talent in the Legislature 
some of the unconstitutional provisions 
of the vetoed bill should have l*eeu de­ 
tected before they were passed and sent 
to Ute Governor for his approval. It 
further shows that Governor Smith who 
is not a lawyer, more thoroughly under­ 
stands the constitution than the I lest 
lawyer in the Senate; for while the most 
glaring unconstitutional features of a

the 
Governor 
in­ 
variably finds them out and puts his ex­ 
ecutive foot upon them. Ib is speaks 
volumes for the intelligence, industry and 
ability of Governor Smith. 
Tile seven vetoes were as follows: Tin* 
first of a bill legalizing an order of the 
court incorporating the village of Bran­ 
don, Fond du Lac county, the objection 
being to several unconstitutional provis­ 
ions which it con tai nevi. The second, of 
a bill consolidating the Janesville char­ 
ter, said bill containing numerous un­ 
constitutional clauses; such as qualifica­ 
tions for voters, absence of an arrange­ 
ment for equalizing assessment, exempt­ 
ing 
the

sidewalks, etc. The third, of the Mil­ 
waukee lioulevard bill, on account of u 
constitutional provision to the effect that 
the Legislature can pass no bill for tile

It may be regarded as unfortunate that 
the blunder was discovered before ad­ 
journment, but it would have been a 
worse'blunder to allowed such an appor­ 
tionment bill to become a law. It was a 
piece of political trickery which reflected 
no credit upon the meu who engineered 
the bill. It was a nefarious scheme to 
multiply Republican Senate and Assem­ 
bly districts, but being reported at the 
hours of the session no time was allowed 
for 
thoroughly 
considering 
it 
and 
lienee many voted for it who did not, 
aud could uot, know fully in regard to 
the objectionable features of the meas 
lire. 
To show the curiosities of this ap­ 
portionment lull, which really ought to 
make Bill Price blush, but it won’t, let 
us take two or three illustrations. Wau­ 
kesha and Jefferson counties having a 
population of GI,212, are to constitute 
the 23d senatorial district of course with 
only one Senator. But the county of 
Racine, having a population of only 30,- 
921, 
is 
made 
tho 
3d 
senatorial 
district! Iu other words, in one part of 
the State, it requires a population of 61,- 
009 to entitle the people to a Senator, 
while iii other parts of the State, only 
30,000 are required! Two wards iii the 
city of Milwaukee (they are Democratic) 
with an aggregate population of 18,901 
are allowed one Assemblyman; two oth­ 
er wards (they are Republican) with an 
aggregate population of 14,083, are al­ 
lowed (tea Assemblymen! As strange as 
either of these cases Is, that of the lOtli 
senatorial 
district, 
beats 
it, 
which 
has 
a 
population 
of only 
18,000, 
aud 
yet 
it 
is 
entitled 
to one Senator and two Assemblymen; 
while the first senatorial district, with a 
population of 56,000 must have but one 
Senator and one Assemblyman! 
There arc other cases as glaringly nefa­ 
rious 
as 
these, 
but 
it

furth­ 
er illustrations. 
Tho 
apportionment 
bill as reported from tho .committee was 
a fraud, and it was unfortunate for the 
honor of the Republican majority that 
the bill could not have been reported ear­ 
lier in the session that its features might 
have been better understood, and the 
macliiuations of Senator Price and his 
committee thereby defeated. A groat 
deal was said about the Ohio Dem­ 
ocrats 
gerrymandering 
the 
State 
five 
years 
ago, 
but 
it 
seems tliat Senator Price’s commit tot* 
is more bold aud less scrupulous than 
even tile Ohio Democrats. 
What will be the result of this unfor­ 
tunate affair can uot lie told. It may 
possibly cost an extra session of tile Leg­ 
islature. The constitution provides that 
the State shall be reapportioned every 
five years, and the matter cannot be post­ 
poned until the next session. 
To allow 
the redistricting to go over till next ses­ 
sion, would conflict with the biennial 
election law, and 
besides that there 
would be a general confusion allround.

WOKE OI' THE SESSION. 


AI a d lso n, Win., April 4.—The session 
of 1881 of the Wisconsin Legislature was 
closed at 3 o'clock to-day, the most im­ 
portant act of tho last day beiug the ve­ 
toing of the apportionment bill because 
the town of Ridgeway, Iowa county, was 
left out. It could have been recalled 
and perfected, but objection was made 
on the part of tin* Democrats, and it had 
to be vetoed or become a law, and the 
former course was decided upon. The 
nuni!x*r of days of the session was eighty- 
thrice, and the average for the past twelve 
years has l>een sixty-five. 
In the Senate there were introduced 
255 bills, of which 133 became laws. 
There were also introduced in tilts body 
three 
memorials to Congress, forty- 
nine joint resolutions, thirty-one resolu­ 
tions, and 169 petitions and remon­ 
strances. 
In the Assembly, 525 bills were intro­ 
duced, aud 291 became laws. There 
were introduced in the lower house, two 
memorials to Congress, fifty-three joint 
resolutions, sixty-eight resolutions, and 
thirty-one petitions and remonstrances. 
Thus tho whole number of acts pass­ 
ed by this Legislature, and duly ap­ 
proved by the Governor amount to 
334—somewhat below the average n mu­ 
lier.

The Gazette Ills already published sev­ 
eral interesting letters from tin.* i>en of 
Daniel Johnson, who has been making 
extended trips through the South. 
The 
last of the series has lx‘en delayed and 
deferred as one of the annoying results 
of the recent blockades, but as it is too 
good to bo lost, we gladly give space to 
its publication. It is as follows: 
To the E d i t o r . 
Washington, D. Cm March 3, ISSI.— 
My

going there we went 
by 
Ne.w Or­ 
leans and Mobile, for the purpose of see­ 
ing the last ditch, as Mobile is called, it 
being where the last battle of the rebel­ 
lion was fought, and returned by Savan­ 
nah, Georgia, Charleston, South Caroli­ 
na, Wilmington, North Carolina, and 
Richmond, Va., to Washington, stopping 
a day each at Charleston aud Richmond. 
We found the principal part of the coun­ 
try from Jacksonville, Florida, to Charles­ 
ton, South Carolina, either a sandy pine 
plain or cypress swamp, occasionally 
seeing, for a few miles in a place, some 
hard wood among the pine. Nearly all 
the dry portions of the country we passed 
over from Savannah to Washington have 
soma day been under cultivation. It 
bas been the habit of 
the 
farm­ 
ers 
all 
through 
the 
cotton 
states that wlieu the land got so poor it 
would not raise cotton to turn it out to 
rest, aud let it grow up to timber and 
clear up more, and after rested a few 
years plow it up again. In some in­ 
stances they abandon the laud for good 
and let it go back to the State. 
They 
claim such was their only show in years 
gone by, before railroads were built, as 
they could not afford to haul fertilizers 
from the sea coast. At this time they are 
keeping up their laud with I tone lime, 
guano, and other fertilizers, either man­ 
ufactured or shipped here. 
I have heard a great deal said about 
the South being cursed ail I made poor 
by slave labor. 
My individual opinion 
is that the Lord made it poor on the 
start. The most of the country, is pure 
sand. 
not 
only 
on tho 
surface 
but for twenty or thirty feet down, aud 
yet aftes it has rested for a few years and 
and has grown up to scrub pine, you can 
clear it up and raise a few crops of cot­ 
ton. The great trouble is they cannot 
raise any of northern English grasses. 
If they could, and would keep stock to 
consume it, they could keep their land up 
As it is, and all ways must be, they ara 
compelled to depend on foreign fertilizers. 
At the present time the principal produc­ 
tions of the country from Jacksonville 
Fla. to Wilmington North Caraboa, are 
cotton, nee, [due lumber, turpentine and 
rosin. All The wet land that is situated 
to it can lie drained and yet Ikxxled at 
certain seasons of the year, is planted to 
rice. 
There are some immense rice 
farms along the Savannah river having 
the benefit of that river for Hooding pur­ 
poses. 
In traveling through the South I have, 
as I always do everywhere, paul more at­ 
tention to the soil and its productions 
than I have to polities, and yet I have 
made a good many inquiries in reference 
to their Kiiklux ballot box stuffing. Ac 
Of course the Democrats deny everything 
as a rule, although there are some excep­ 
tions. They all deny, and in fact the 
Republicans both black and white, admit 
that there has been but little attempt at 
coercion for the past three or four years, 
and yet the fact is very patent, that in 
States like Georgia and {South Carolina 
where the voters are more than half col­ 
ored, and there are many white Republi­ 
cans, and it is generally admitted that 
the blacks all vote the Republican ticked, 
that there is fraud 
some where. I

explain how under such circumstances 
they get such large Democratic majori­ 
ties. The colored men say they don’t 
count our votes. 
The Democrats say

e l in the presence of Mr. W ils on, my­ 
self aud a number of other men from the 
North, that in his section of tile country 
they counted the “ nigger ” votes, when by 
OO an ting it would not change the result 
of the election. When it would they did 
not count them, and his excuse for such 
a course was that they had been so 
cursed by carpetbag and “ nigger ” rn!© 
that, they considered the end justified ti e 
means; and further, he considered it an 
insult to a southern gentleman to have 
his vote neutralized by a “ nigger’s. ” He 
said before the war when they were 
slaves, it took five “ niggers” to make three 
white men, and he did not consider them 
a d—d bit better now.
